D'Arcy Writsel Speaks at Graduation

Everybody 1 asked about Darcy 
Writsel seemed to say the same 
thing, “She’s an R.A., she’s cool, 
she’s nice, she’s really smart, she’s 
involved in lots of activities..That 
didn’t tell me too much about who 
the senior speaker for graduation 
was. 

I wanted to know interesting 
things, like her favorite kind of 
jelly doughnuL (“Red. The kind 
that you don’t know if it’s rasp¬ 
berry or cherry or starawberry, it’s 
just red jelly.”) What she planned 
to do immediately after gradua¬ 
tion. (*Tm going to Disneyworld. 
Really. I’ve got my plane ticket, 
my hotel reservations. I’m there.”) 
What her favorite thing about 
Hollins is, just what activities is 
Darcy Writzel involved in. 

She comes from the suburban 


DC area, was once the captain of 
the JV fencing team, and is cur¬ 
rently the Hollins Abroad Paris 
Orientation Chair, as well as a 
Hollins Scholar and a member of 
several honor organizations includ¬ 
ing Phi Beta Kappa. Presently, 
Darcy is “writing a thesis which 
has basically taken up my entire 
life this year,” on a comparative 
study of the British and American 
forces during World War I. Mili¬ 
tary history' is a predominantly male 
field, but Darcy wants to become a 
professor and her “ultimate goal is 
to become the president of a col¬ 
lege, maybe a small women’s col¬ 
lege” 

One of the many things that Darcy 
likes about Hollins is that “the at¬ 
mosphere has really given me the 
chance to explore a lot of different 
fields that I never would have con¬ 
sidered at a rn-ed school. I just fell 
into history here. I don’t think that 


l would have been interested in 
history at a co-ed sc hex)l. j ust be¬ 
cause 1 don’t think there would 
have been as much encouragement 
or opportunity. 

“The best time l had at Hollins 
was not even here, it was in Paris. 
The entire year was just fantastic. 
THe first semester 1 was there with 
all of my good friends and we had 
just a wonderful time being to¬ 
gether in a foreign country, learn¬ 
ing the ropes, having funny things 
happen to us, and doing really stu¬ 
pid things in foreign cities... and 
then second semester, since all my 
friends left, I spent all the time I 
could trying to bone up on my 
French and absorb the culture. I 
think that going abroad is the best 
experience anyone could have; it 
teaches you so much about your¬ 
self... I haven’t had any really bad 
times at Hollins.

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Dean Keenher Will Pursue Doctorate

For the past fifteen years. Dean 
Keenher’s career has been in stu¬ 
dent services. Six of those fifteen 
years she has spent at Hollins. 
When she was first starting out, 
though, she had no intention of 
going into student services; she 
wanted to go into law. While do¬ 
ing a law internship her senior year 
at Western Illinois University, she 
witnessed a rape case where the 
man who had raped the victim, got 
off on technicalities. Ethically, 
she decided, this was not the career 
for her. 

After talking to the Dean of the 
University, she was advised to be¬ 
come an Assistant Hall Director 
while doing her masters degree. 
She loved the job so much that she 
dieided to pursue it as a career in 
student services. 

Fifteen yean later, she is the 
Dean of Studeills at Hollins. And 
now, she is again taking a lum in 
tier life and going hack to school 
for Iter doctor ale degree in higher 


education at Penn State. “It’s a 
personal goal I had set for myself, 
and the timing seemed right” The 
decision to go back to school, 
though, was not an easy one. 

“I’m very excited, but it is very 
difficult Leaving the students is 
the most difficult thing. It’s dawn¬ 
ing on me now that I have to give 
up Hollins to pursue this.” But she 
has made the decision, she feels, at 
the right time. “You should leave 
when you’re feeling on top. Not 
when something goes wrong or 
you have to. Hollins is also at a 
turning point.” 

With the new administration. 
Dean Keenher said, new projects 
are being started, and if she were to 
get involved with them now, it 
would be more difficult to leave 
later on. 

What Dean Keenher lias loved 
most about Hollins is her interac 
lions with the students. This part 
of her job, she says, is the most 
enjoyable. “Hollins has some spe 
cial students. I sec areal hunger on 
ibc»r part u> team. Hollins offers a 
uxnbinauun of everything which 


makes very talented and gifted 
young women.” 

And Dean Keenher has instilled 
at Hollins, a program which fos¬ 
ters the talent and growth of stu¬ 
dents: the Leadership Develop¬ 
ment Program. She is most proud 
of this accomplishment at Hollins. 
This year alone there were 400 

participants enrolled in one or more 
of the programs. “I see the results 
of this program.. .students have that 
attitude that they can tackle any¬ 
thing. Students realize their poten¬ 
tial. The Leadership Development 
Program has let me be creative to 
bring out the best in students " 

In the six years she has been 

here, she has also seen the students 

at Hollins change. ‘Students are 
more actively involved m decision 
making. There is also a stronger 
relationaship between the admin¬ 
istration and the students "

The policy 
was changed and now, only if there 
is overwhelmingly strong evidence 
can a student’s room be searched. 

And before Dean Keenher came, 
there were also no visitation op¬ 
tions, except in the apartments. 
Students were breaking the rules 
and thi policy was not being en- 
'•'fieri. Male visitation options 
were put into place.

During Spring Break of this year, 
I had an experience which I feel the 
need to share with the Hollinscom- 
munity. A friend and I were vio¬ 
lently assaulted and raped by two 
men with weapons. 

Upon returning to campus, I re¬ 
alized that this subject seems to be 
taboo, as if not talking about it 
means that it doesn’t happen. Iam 
speaking out in the hope that this 
will make others aware of this very 
prevalent issue. Rape victims need 
not be ashamed; this matter needs 
to be dealt with openly. 

In the April 16th edition of the 
HoUins Columns , there was an ar¬ 
ticle of reported crimes committed 
on the Hollins campus. It claimed 
that there have been zero rapes in 
the past three years. This may be 
true but the fact is that one in three 
women are raped in their lifetime. 
Regardless of whether rapes hap¬ 
pen on or off campus. lUsantsssue 
dial oust be handled Jam afraid 


that the recent article will rein¬ 
force a false sense of security on 
this campus. Women must be 
aware that assault and rape can 
happen anywhere. 

I feel it is crucial that a rape 
awareness and prevention program 
be implemented and made manda¬ 
tory for all students. We need to 
make the campus more aware of 
every aspect of this topic. If you 
have been a victim of rape, please 
seek help. Couneling Services is 
an excellent source of support con¬ 
cerning rape and assault. 

I hope that by speaking out, 
people will realize that rape is noth¬ 
ing to be ashamed of and should 
not be kept quiet; it does happen. If 
we confront it, then victims can 
receive the support they so desper¬ 
ately need and the incidence of 
rape can hopefully be reduced and 
possibly prevented.

What do Republican Rcprcsen 
f ivc Vin Weber, Republican 
Senator Warren Rudman, Demo¬ 
cratic Senator Timothy Wirth and 
Congressman Dennis Eckert have 
in common?
